REAFFIRMING that on the 
basis of principle (alone) we, the 
students of McGill University, 
should be members of such an or- 
ganization 

NOTING, however, that the 
National Federation has done 
very little in tho past to justify 
its existence 

i BELIEVING that if properly 
organized N.F.C.UJS. could per- 
form a great deal of terviccB to 
students in addition to embodying 
tho thoughts, idcala of the' Cana- 
dian University Student and re- 
presenting him at international 
gatherings 

REALIZING that there exists 
no such thing as a "cure all" for 
N.F.C.U.S., or for any other or- 
ganization for that matter — but 
it is posiblc to alter n week foun- 
dation, making it a strong one to 
enable the building of a concrete 
structure 

THEREFORE bo it resolved 
that we, the students of McGill 
University, rejoin N.F.C.U.S. next 
fall provided that the National 
oCnfcrenco accepts at least half 
of the major changes that will be 
drafted by the originators of this 
resolution, In coordination with 
the S.E.C. and other Universities.

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REDUCTIO AD ABSURBEUM 

he major annoyances of living in the province of Quebec 
ivenience caused by the damnable interference exercised 
by the movie censors. Thir indiscriminate hacking out of slices of 
movies has resulted in a series of absurdities that in essence give us 
'short weight for the money we pay at the box office. 

In recent months, several movies have been completely trans- 
formed or rendered meaningless. Because, apparently, "divorce" is a 
'dirty word in this province, "Love is a Many Splendored Thing" was 
rehashed and trimmed to eliminate this word, and, in the process, 
ruin the plot and leave the audience guessing. Rattigands' "The 
Deep Blue Sea" was censored in such a way that the whole point 
of the plot was missed. By the omission of certain scenes, the impli- 
cation was that the heroine was married to a man with whom she 
was merely having an affair. Some of the scenes from "The View 
rom Pompeys Head" were so cut that, instead of seeing a close 
clinch and kiss between a married man and another man's wife, the 
audience saw only the beginning and end of the clinch. At the end 
of the movie, where the hero does the right thing, and bids farewell 
to the heroine with a brotherly kiss, we are ollowed to see in full 
this erotically stimulating action. The audience reaction to this was 
noteworthy — it consisted of an ironic round of applause. 

The censors, in their attempts to tailor the morality of. movies 
to conform with an outdated code, are rendering themselves and the 
movies absurb. If this process continues, it will be necessary tojianc 
out synopses of the plot ot the door, or insert subtitles such as "Here 
'Mr. X kisses Mrs. Y". This form of censorship satisfies no-one, least 
of all the viewer, the person who pays to enjoy a movie. If the censors 
have not the courage to ban a movie outright, and risk public wrath, 
they certainly do not have the right to alter movies so that they are 
devoid of all meaning.

WORTH ATTENDING 

The first of two model parliaments will be held this evening in 
,he Ballroom of the Union. The reaction of the average student to 
this news is likely to be "So What"? Apart from the members of the 
hard cores of the political parties on the campus, the announcement 
of this event seems to have aroused most of the student body to a 
frenzy of indifference. 

In a country where politics have settled into a very placîcl state, 
this indifference could be justified by some as the right attitude to 
take towards politics. Indifference in politics is never the right at- 
titude — government in a democracy is the concern' of every indi- 
vidual. More especially should it vitally concern the student — the 
future leader of the community. . 

The bill to be introduced by the LPP concerns a 25% reduction 
in Canada's arms budget for the coming year. As worded, it provides 
considerable scope for controversy, and there is liable to be many 
fiery moments. Parliamentary procedure will be followed 'but it is 
doubtful that this will act as a deterrent in curbing the enthusiasm 
of either the government or the members of the Opposition. 

The model Parliament offers the student an opportunity to see, 
in miniature, how Parliament itself operates. It is worth attending 
both as a lesson in Civics and an experience of political debating. 
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Sir:

In a letter received yesterdy, Dr. James has agreed with Mr. Grlf.

This decision leaves the local pucksters out on a limb, as two 
home games have been scheduled to be played on home Ice. This will 
necessitate either a change of venue, with the games played either at 
the forum or at the Verdun auditorium.

The 
haadclapping and desk pounding 
which occured at this moment was 
longer and louder than that which 
occured at Ottawa when the last 
world war ended.

When a baton swinging 
girl came into focus, the crowd 
roared again and turned mena 
cingly as the picture left the 
screen. The operator took on© 
look at the crowd who by this 
time were waving their T-squares 
like machetes and reversed the 
camera to the approving yells of 
triumph. After the parade wo 
saw the opening ceremonies when 
the two mayors came to the cen 
tre of the field. This was greet 
ed by mixed cheering? 

Then the game started and as 
the Als scored the cheers resound 
cd throughout the building. 

When the Esks scored, only the 
noise of the slow eaters munching 
on their peanut brittle could be 
heard. Then as the fans drained 
their pints of . . . milk (T) they 
showed . their disapproval of the 
officiating by hurling the cartons 
(empty) at the screen. 

Everyone was happy at half- 
time — then the film changed to 
black and white and the outlook 
of the game turned to just black. 
Some people, having seen the act- 
ual filming, had a knowledge of 
the outcome of the film nnd left. 
Others, tho real big eaters, con- 
tinued gnawing on apples, etc, 
As the Esks ran up the score, 
more people left and gradually 
texts and notebooks began to ap- 
pear on the scene as frantic and 
frustrated men hurried to finish 
their labs and assignments. It was 
obvious that the film was no Ion 
ger the centre of Interest The 
only prolonged outbreak of cheer 
Ing came in the third quarter 
when the sign "Presented with the 
compliments . . . ete." again ap- 
peared on the screen.
